With  a  team  of  seasoned  veterans  Coach  Charlie  Irwin  led 
the  Hilltoppers  to  a  third  place  berth  which  was  shared  with 
Catholic  and  Creston. 

Starting  the  season  with  a  19  to  0  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
Lansing  Sexton,  Central  nevertheless  looked  impressive  holding 
the  strong  Lansing  eleven  scoreless  in  the  second  half. 

South,  City  League  champion,  defeated  the  Toppers  7  to  6 
after  Central  had  led  throughout  the  game.  In  the  last  quarter 
South  scored  with  Van  Ess  place-kickmg  the  winning  point- 
In  a  non-league  game,  Central  tied  the   Holland  gridders 
after  the  Dutchmen  had  scored  twice  in  the  first  canto. 

Union  overpowered  a  hapless  Central  team  in  the  next 
league  game.  Displaying  crushing  power,  the  Red  Hawks  rolled 
over  Central  28  to  7. 

Finally  coming  into  its  own,  Central  surprised  city  dopesters 
and  gratified  its  fans  as  they  upset  the  favored  Cougars  18  to  14. 
The  Toppers  took  life  immediately  after  the  opening  kick  off 
marching  75  yards  on  four  successive  first  downs  to  draw  first 
blood.  Catholic  came  right  back,  however,  scoring  in  three 
plays;  Gibson,  diminutive  Cougar  quarterback,  circled  his  right 
end  for  the  extra  point.  Kuyers  recovered  a  Catholic  fumble  on 
the  Couger  28  midway  through  the  second  quarter,  and  Central 
again  took  the  lead  requiring  five  plays  to  put  the  pigskin  in 
pay  dirt.  After  Central  scored  once  more  in  the  third  quarter,  a 
Tietema-to-Eddy  pass  in  the  last  twenty  seconds  of  play  brought 
another  score  to  the  Catholic  team.  Final  score:  Central  18 
Catholic  14. 
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In  the  dreariest  game  of  the  year  an  injury -hampered  Central 
team  lost  to  Melvindale  in  another  non-league  tilt.    Play  see- 
sawed during  the  entire  first-half,  but  Melvindale  scored  twice 
in  the  second  half.   Final  score  13  to  0. 

Playing  without  Walter  McNamara,  its  star  guard,  who  lost 
his  life  in  an  auto  accident  a  few  days  before  the  contest,  a 
determined  Creston  eleven  downed  Central  7  to  0, 

In  the  final  game  of  the  season  the  Ottawa  Indians  were 
beaten  6  to  0,  Walenga  plunged  over  from  the  one-foot  line  to 
score  the  only  touchdown  of  the  game. 

The  season  wound  up  with  Central,  Catholic,  and  Creston 
deadlocked  for  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  place.

Enjoying  one  of  its  best  seasons  in  years,  the  Central  basket- 
ball team  shared  second  place  honors  with  Ottawa  in  one  of  the 
decade's  most  closely-contested  city  league  races.  They  won 
nine  and  lost  three. 

An  impressive  41  to  31  win  over  a  classy  Grand  Haven  quin- 
tet was  a  preview  lor  Hilltop  fans.  However,  the  Ottawa  Indians, 
early  season  leaders,  vanquished  the  Central  team  42  to  20. 
Expecting  to  take  the  lowly  Christian  team  in  its  stride,  Central 
dropped  a  surprising  39  to  33  decision,  especially  since  Christian 
turned  out  to  be  one  of  the  weakest  second  round  teams  while 
Central  turned  out  to  be  the  strongest. 

Central  then  journeyed  to  Flint,  where  it  lost  out  in  the  first 
round  of  the  Invitational  Tourney.  In  another  non-league  game 
Central  beat  Hastings  29  to  27. 

In  a  complete  reversal  of  form  Central  then  beat  the  highly 
touted  South  quintet  28  to  25.  This  and  the  Hastings  victory 
marked  the  turning  of  our  fortunes  as  Central  went  on  a  four- 
game  winning  streak  humbling  Catholic  47  to  18,  and  beating 
Union  34  to  25.  In  the  most  crucial  game  of  the  season.  Central's 
five  fell  apart  in  the  final  quarter  with  Creston  winning  41  to  27. 
In  quick  succession  Ottawa  was  sent  down  to  a  38  to  30  defeat 
and  the  early  season  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Christian  was 
avenged  to  the  tune  of  30  to  20.  Union  was  given  a  defeat,  while 
South  lost  its  second  game  of  the  year,  being  beaten  by  the 
Hilltoppers  for  the  second  time,  this  time  by  the  surprisingly 
large  score  of  49  to  32.  In  the  Catholic  game,  Don  Boeskool, 
stellar  Central  forward,  established  a  new  city  league  record  by 
scoring  33  points  in  a  single  game  as  Central  ran  over  a  help- 
less Catholic  71  to  29.  Boeskool  also  led  the  city's  players  in  the 
scoring  department,  he  scored  157  points  during  the  season, 
which  IS  six  short  of  the  total  amassed  by  Jim  Montgomery  of 
Ottawa  in  '45-46.  Despite  a  23  to  21  win  over  the  Creston  Polar 
Bears,  the  regular  season  ended  with  South  crowned  champion 
and  Central  sharing  the  second  place  with  Ottawa.  In  a  post- 
season tilt.  Central  beat  Muskegon  Heights  35-33,  avenging  an 
early  season  defeat  in  Flint. 

Alter  downing  South,  city  champion,  Central  succumbed  to 
Creston  in  the  second  round  of  the  tournament.  This  gave  the 
Hilltoppers  an  all-over  average  of  13  wins  and  6  losses  for  the 
1946-47  season.

Though  several  players  were  promoted  to  the  first  team,  Central's  second  team 
gridders  maintained  a  good  average  of  two  wins,  two  losses,  and  one  tie,  which 
resulted  in  a  share  of  second  place  in  the  city  league  contest.  Under  the  direction  of 
Coach  "Doc"  EUingson,  former  second  team  football  coach  at  Ottawa,  the  reserve 
squad  impressed  observers  with  its  teamwork,  and  earned  for  many  a  berth  on  the 
1947  varsity.  One  major  injury  marred  the  season's  play:  Herb  Carpenter,  regular 
end,  broke  his  arm  in  the  Catholic  game.

It  is  a  quiet  September  morning  in  1946.  Dreamer

A  few  days  later  at  the  Senior  Mixer  he  falls  over 
the  couple  in  front  of  him  while  performing  the  intricate 
steps  of  an  old  ritual  known  as  the  Virginia  Reel. 

The  administration  schedules  a  program  of  paid 
assemblies  throughout  the  year  to  aid  in  the  cultural 
and  scientific  development  of  the  student.  On  Septem- 
ber 24  Donald  Scott  Morrison,  actor  and  pianist,  makes 
himself  up  as  Bach,  Chopin,  Debussy,  and  Gershwin, 
and  gives  an  exhibition  on  the  harpsichord  and  the 
C.H.S.  piano  (out  of  tune  by  at  least  a  note  and  a  half).

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October  opens  with  our  next  door  neighbor,  the 
Helios  Bi-Weekly,  opening  its  sales  campaign. 

The  second  day  of  October  D.P.  drags  himself  to 
the  cafeteria  with  considerable  apprehension.  A  doctor 
with  a  shiny  hypo  is  waiting  to  give  our  hero  T.B.  inocu- 
lations. Two  days  later  he  has  recovered  enough  to 
watch  Union's  Red  Hawks  nose  out  Central  28  to  7. 

On  the  8th  he  goes  grumbhng  to  an  assembly  the 
second  hour,  his  vacant.  Dirty  trickl  His  resentment  is 
forgotten,  however,  as  he  watches  the  dramatic  demon- 
stration of  electronics,  radio-activity,  fluorescence,  and 
phosphorescence  given,  by  Dr.  Harry  C.  White,  former 
industrial  relations  director  of  the  General  Electric  Com- 
pany. Taking  time  out  from  his  open-mouthed  awe  at 
the  effect  Gounod's  Ave  Maria  has  on  the  oscillograph, 
he,  nevertheless,  speculates  idly  on  the  effect  the  One 
o'clock  Jump  might  have  had. 

The  15th  of  October  brings  Dreamer's  parents  to 
school  to  inquire  personally  about  his  progress  —  the 
results  have  not  been  made  public.

The  Armistice  Day  assembly  is  one  of  the  most 
cherished  Central  traditions.  Honoring  the  dead  of  two 
world  wars,  the  solemn  ceremony  impresses  D.P.  He 
can't  help  wondering  if  in  25  years  his  name  may  be 
on  an  even  larger  list  of  former  Central  students  who 
have  lost  their  lives  in  another  futile  struggle.

PETER  DYKEMA  has  long  been  head  of  the  Music  Department  of 
Columbia  University. 

MARTIN  TEN  HOOR  is  head  of  the  Department  of  Philosophy  at 
Tulane  University. 

EUGENE  MASSELINK  is  secretary  to  the  greatest  living  architect, 
Frank  Lloyd  Wright.   He  is  himself  an  accomplished  painter. 

JOHN  MARTIN  won  a  Rhodes  scholarship,  was  at  one  time  Secretary 
of  State  of  Ohio,  and  recently,  as  investigator  for  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment, has  uncovered  important  evidence  for  the  Nuremberg  trials.

DOROTHY  MC  ALLISTER  has  been  an  important  influence  on  the 
political  scene;  SEYMOUR  BEACH  CONGER  was  an  outstanding  war- 
correspondent  in  Germany  with  Ambassador  -Gerard  during  the  first 
World  War;  HENRY  DE  VRIES  is  a  missionary  to  the  Philippines;  and 
CHRIS  ZARAFONETIS  is  among  the  leaders  in  his  own  field  in  medicine 
and  received  during  World  War  II  a  high  honor  from  our  Government  for 
his  contribution  to  the  control  of  typhus. 

There  are  others  who  have  found  or  made  a  road.  We  shall  never, 
know  the  names  of  all  of  them,  but  we  are  grateful  for  the  incentive  they , 
have  given  us  to  find  our  own  road  or  make  one.
